Strikers Battle Police in 
Lyon, Repelled by Tear 


Gas; Schuman Appeals 
to Workers to Return to 
Jobs. 


PARIS, Nov. 26 (AP)—The 
Ministry of the Interior announced 


today the expulsion from France 
of 19 Russians for “interference 
in French affairs” during the cur- 
rent labor crisis, which erupted 
in new violence as police and 
strikers battled in the streets of 
Lyon, 

The announcement identified the 
Russians as members of the “So- 
viet Patriotic Union,” and said 
they included the president, treas- 
urer and two secretaries-general 
of the organization.

National security police inspec- 


tors went to the homes of the 


Russians Tuesday morning, and a 
few hours later took then. away. 

The action came as the new 
Government of Premier Robert 
Schuman strove to end the spread- 
ing strikes in France, now in- 
volving 2,000,000 persons. 

Schuman appealed to the strik- 
ers by radio tonight to “examine 
your consciences” and return to 
work, because “the entire nation 
is menaced.” 

France, he declared, has reached

“a little more confidence” in the 
government. 3 

(Schuman outlined his wage in- 
crease plans to end strikes in a 
talk with union leaders, the Unit- 
ed Press said, Such increases, he 
said, would be retroactive to Nov.

NEW YORK, Nov. 26 (UP)—At 
least five “copies” of Princess 
Elizabeth's wedding gown were on 
view in New York today, priced 
from $500 to $1500. | 

No two were alike. 

Working from newspaper pho- 
tographs which gave little of the 
gown’s embroidery detail and pub- 
lished sketches which didn’t agree, 
the four manufacturers and one 
custom. designer whose dresses 
have been viewed have dreamed 
up five different versions. Each 
maker claims his inside informa- 
tion proves he is right. 

All, at least, have used white 
satin with sweetheart necklines, 
long sleeves and lots of pearl and 
crystal embroidery. No two gree 
on the looks of a rose. 

One has an eight-gore skirt over 
a hooped petticoat. The others 
have bias or circular cut skirts. 
Two of the dresses have saw- 
toothed edges on the necklines; 
the others rely on their embroid- 
ery alone. 

Greatest point of variance, of 
course, is the pattern and lavish- 
ness of the pear) and crystal em- 
broidery. This difference accounts 
for most of the price differential. 

The manufacturer who is sell- 
ing his sample, complete with 
court train, for $1500, says he will 
make no money on it. He figures 
the embroidery alone, on this 
rushed first edition, cost $1350.

LONDON, Nov. 26 (UP)—Rus- 


sian Foreign Minister V, M. Molo- 
tov today called for an early end 
of the Big Four administrative 
role in Germany and proposed the 
immediate creation of a demo- 
cratic government for all of that 
country. 

Molotov’s proposals on Germany 
were made at a stormy second 
meeting of the Council of Foreign 
Ministers. The council finally

ing Molotov denounce the “im- 
perialistic” nations of the West. 

Secretary of State George C. 
Marshall upbraided Molotov® for 
making allegations which he said 
were “figments of propaganda.” 

Molotov, chairman of today’s 
meeting, opened the session with 
a long statement. He charged 
that the United States and some of 
the democratic nations of western 
Europe were trying to make an 
imperialistic approach to Germany 
and to block an early German 
peace treaty. 

From the economic point of 
view, Molotov charged, such an 
approach was designed to weaken 
Germany because of the Western 


fear of German competition in 
world markets, 

The West, he added, was trying 
to establish special positions for 
itself and to create “slave statés.” 

“This will lead to two types 
of countries—those which are 
slaves and those which are mas- 
ters,” he said. “This will lead to 
conflict and in turn to a third 
World War.” 

At once Marshall denounced 
Molotov for alleging “evil mo- 
tives which are figments of prop- 
aganda and not of the mind.” 

“Let us get down to work and 
drop this business,” Marshall said, 
“and logically endeavor to reach 
an agreement for the benefit of 
the entire world. We need to pro- 
mote tranquility instead of bitter- 
ness and misunderstanding. 

“I see no point in & repetition 
pf these allegations, Whatever Mr. 
Molotov may say, I would remain 
convinced that the Soviet dele- 
gate does not really believe ‘his 
allegations.” 

Molotov had proposed two main 
points which he said were essen- 
tial to deal with right away on 
Germany — the immediate estab-

| Truman commuted also the sen- 
tence of Donald Wakefield Smith, 
a former member of the National 
Labor Relations Board, who was 
convicted on the same_ charge. 
Smith had been sentenced to a 
term of from four months to one 
year and a day. 

Two hours after the President's 
action Curley was released at 
Danbury. He looked pale and hag- 
gard as he handed out a state- 
ment protesting his innocence and 
expressing appreciation for the 
presidential action. 

Charles G. Ross, presidential 
secretary, said Smith would be re- 
leased from the District of Co- 
lumbia jail. 

Curley and Smith began their 
sentences last June 26. Curley 
would have been eligibie for pa- 
role Dec. 26. Smith became eli- 
gible last Oct. 26. 


James Fuller, convicted with 
Curley and Smith, is serving a 
five- to six-year term in prison, 
at Ossining, N.Y., on a grand lar- 
ceny charge. He was sentenced 
last June 20 in the General Ses- 
sions Court in New York City. On 
completion of this sentence, he

Chances for approval of the pro- 
posed partition of Palestine re 
ceived a setback today when two 
more countries in the United Na- 
tions Assembly joined the: opposi- 
tion to the plan. The proposal 
already had been one short of the 
necessary two-thirds majority, on 
the basis of a committee “straw- 
vote” test yesterday. 

The two new announced oppo- 
nents of partition were Greece 
and the Philippines. Greece ab- 
stained in yesterday’s vote in the 
Assembly’s 57-nation Palestine 
Committee. The Philippines w 
j}absent yesterday. : : 

The declarations by these two 
countries on the Assembly . floor 
| brought to 15 the number of op- 
position votes, 

However, this was cut to 14 
when the Siamese delegation in- 
formed the United Nations sec- 
retariat that it would be absent 
officially on the final Palestine 
vote because of “the internal situ- 
ation” in Siam. The Siamese had 
voted against partition yesterday. 

On the basis of 14 opposition 
votes, 28 affirmative: ballots would 
be needed for approval of the 
partition plan. 

Greek Delegate. Vassili Dendra- 
mis rocked the tense and packed 
Assembly hall with the announce- 
ment that the vote of Greece 
would go to the Arabs in their 
angry fight against partition. 

Philippines Delegate Carlos P. 
Romulo, absent at all previous 
votes on the Palestine issue, told 
the Assembly his Government 
could “not approve” partition be- 
cause it would invite hostilities in 
the Holy Land.

Borrowed ‘From Contractor.

ROME, Nov. 26 (AP) — Rome 
newspapers, echoing last week's 
threat by Pro-Communist Socialist | 
Leader Pietro Nenni, forecast to-'| 
day a general nation-wide strike | 
that will include even Italy’s pub- | 
lic services. 

One of the newspapers, Risorgi- 
mento, Liberal party organ, at- 
tributed its information to a “cred- 
ible source” and said the strike— 
on Dec. 1—would be followed by | 
a similar manifestation in France. 
As it did with the Nenni an- 
nouncement, the Italian General 
Confederation of Labor—the only 
organization which could call such 
a strike in Italy—ridiculed the re- 
port. A spokesman said: 
“We laughed when we 
about it.” 

The spokesman also ridiculed 
the rightist L’Ora d’Italia’s report 
that the return of Giuseppe di Vit- 
torio, secretary of the confedera- 
tion, from Paris was awaited to 
establish details of the strike. 
Nenni last week said he op- 
posed “drop by drop” demonstra- 
tions, such as have occurred in 
various parts of Italy the last two 
weeks as leftists assailed Premier 
Alcide de Gasperi’s Government, 
and that he favored a nation-wide 
general strike to protest against 
“violence against “workers.” 

Risorgimento said today that, 
according to its information, 
“watch squads” with “the excuse 
of supervising the strike will be 
instructed to occupy all electric, 
telephone, telegraph, radio and 
railroad stations in Italy,” 

The strike, the newspaper said, 
“envisages even the participation 
of elements of the police and 
armed forces.” As now planned, 
the newspaper said, the strike will 
last 24 hours. 

A bomb wrecked the office of 
two left-wing newspapers last 
night. No one was injured, There 
were no reports of other disturb- 
ances in Italy, following Monday's 
and Tuesday’s violence in Calabria 
in which a Communist and a 
Christian Democrat were killed.

PRODUCERS’ PLAN TO PURGE 
FILM. SUBVERSIVES PRAISED 


Un-American Activities Committee Chair- 


man Greets Move as Action Is Taken to 


Suspend ‘10 


Cited Men.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26 (AP)— 
Representative J. Parnell Thomas 
(Rep.), New Jersey, chairman of 
the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities, praised today 
the action of motion picture ex- 
ecutives who voted yesterday to 
purge their payrolls of any 
known members of subversive 
igroups. The producers simultane- 
ously ordered the suspension of 
10 Hollywood figures recently 
cited for contempt of Congress for 
their refusal to state whether they 
were Communists. 

Thomas said the producers’ ac- 
tion was a “constructive step and 
a body blow to Communists in 
Hollywood.” 

Robert W. Kenny, chief counsel 
for the 10 men, asserted that the 
producers’ action “means that the 
real objective of the committee— 
censorship—has been attained.” 
He said he was confident the 
courts would rule for his clients. 

The producers’ action was an- 
nounced at New York by Eric 
Johnston, president of the Motion 
Picture Association of America. 
It brought immediate protests 
from the 10 under citation, They 
accused the producers of “rushing 
into this action before the issue 
... has been heard by the courts.” 

The producers’ action, decided by 
unanimous vote, was announced 


(at the close of a two-day ses- 


sion attended by 50 representa- 
ptives of major and independent 
studios. They also called on Con- 
gress to enact legislation to help 
all American industry “rid itself 
of subversive, disloyal elements.” 

The suspension without salary 
of each of the 10 men -will remain 
in effect, Johnston’s statement 
said, until “he is acquitted or has 
has purged himself of contempt 
and declared under oath that he 
is not a Communist.” 

In a joint statement issued from 
Hollywood, the cited employes 
charged that the executives were 
heeding the “big lie” of the. House 
Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee. 

“Already it (the committee) has 
succeeded in forcing the corpora- 
tions of a great industry to black- 
list their own creative workers, de- 
manding as a condition of em- 
ployment, submission to the 
Thomas-Rankin committee’s con- 
cept of Americanism,” the state- 
ment said, “The producers not 
only accept the committee’s big 
lie, but indorse it.” 

The committee, the cited group 
contended, undertook its investi- 
gation of alleged Communist ac- 
tivities in Hollywood in an at- 


tempt to censor the film output 
“in order to facilitate the dissem- 
ination of anti-democratic, anti- 
semitic, anti-Negro and war in- 
citing doctrines... .” 

The contempt citations were ap- 
p.-veu overwhelmingly by Con- 
gress Monday. They were recom- 
mended by the Thomas committee 
after hearings in which the 10 de- 
fendants' declined to say whether 
they ‘were Communists. 

Johnston said members of his 
association “deplore” the actions of 
the 10 which he said “have been 
a disservice to their employers and 
have impaired their usefulness to 
the :ndustry.” 
™ Johnston added that the indus- 
try henceforth will refuse to hire 
known Communists and will invite 
Hollywood talent guilds to “work

Points Out Need for Reve- 
nue — Stemmler Gives 
3-Point Program City 


Will Sponsor. 


Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann to- 
day called upon State Representa- 
tives and Senators from S8t. Louis 
and St. Louis county to aid in the 
passage of legislation at the next 
session of the state legislature, 
which would enable the city to vb- 
tain a greater share of state rev- 
enues to aid alleviating the city's 
financial plight. 

The Mayor, addressing 25 of the 
legislators at a luncheon given by 
him at Hotel Statler, did not state 
in detail what bills would be spon- 
sored by the city at the next ses- 
sion of the Legislature. 

However, City Counselor George 
L, Stemmier, who spoke follow- 
ing the Mayor, outlined a three- 
point legislative program which 
will be sponsored by the city. 

This program, he said, would 
seek (1) distribution of part of 
the state’s surplus funds, on a 
pro rata basis, to St. Louis and 
the 114 counties in Missouri; (2) 
broadéning of available sources of 
revenue for cities in the state, 
which would include authoriza- 
tion for levying a city earnings 
tax, and, (3) reduction of state 
levies without adding to the over- 
all burden on the taxpayers. 

A city-sponsored bill now is 
pending in the State Legislature 
under which the state incqme tax 
would be halved and cities in the 
state authorized to levy an income 
tax not in excess of the amount of 
reduction in the state tax. 

The Mayor called attention of 
the legislators to the fact that a 
series of bills is pending in the 


‘Board of Aldermen to impose 
“nuisance taxes,” and said, “even 
if those bills are passed and even 
if the city is permitted to con- 
tinue to collect tolls from the 
Douglas MacArthur Bridge, there 
still will not be enough additional 
revenue to balance the city’s 
budget.” 

Bills to provide additional 
sources of taxation, which are 
pending in the aldermanic body, 
include an amusement tax, tax on 
sewer usage and an increase in 
the cigarette tax. A suit to pro- 
hibit the collection of tolls on 
the bridge is pending in the Mis- 
sourl Supreme Court, 

The Mayor reviewed the attempt 
of the city to help itself out of its 
financial plight through the pas- 
sage of the city earnings tax last 
year by the aldermen and the sub- 
sequent action of the State Su- 
preme Court in declaring the 
measure invalid. 

“If we had the tax today,” he 
said, “perhaps we would be in ex- 
cellent financial condition, or at 
least holding our own.” 

He rela how the city, intent 
on reducing the estimated deficit 
of $4,750,000 at the end of the cur- 
rent fiscal year in April, launched 
into an economy program which 
provided for the dismissa] of more 
than 600 city employes. : 

“I never believed that there 
were any citys employes on the 
payroll who were needless,” he 
said. “The elimination of em- 
ployes means that the city is not 
giving all services that the people 
are entitled to. As soon as the 
economic condition is improved, 
services will be restored.” i 

He said that the city needs “a 
lot of help from the state,” which 
he asserted is at the bottom of the 
list of states which aid their prin- 
cipal cities. 


“We are looking to you legisla- 


tors for this help,” he told them, 
adding that the plea was ad- 
dressed to the legislators from &t.

How Chicago Papers Publish 
Despite Walkout of Their Printers 


CHICAGO, Nov. 26 (AP)—Chi- 
cago’s six big daily newspapers, 
confronted with a strike by print- 
ers, are tinkering with new ways 
of publishing a newspaper—and 
are meeting most editions. 

Walk into any of the plants and 
the meaning of the strike, insofar 
as the mechanics of putting out a 
newspaper are concerned, comes 
to you by ear. 

The soft click-click of typewrit- 
er keys has replaced the heavy 
clanking of linotypes at the Trib- 
une, the Sun, Journal of Com- 
merce, Daily News, Herald-Ameri- 
can and the Times, 


Girl typists from the newspa- 
pers’ business offices have re- 
placed members of the striking 
Local 16 of the Chicago AFL Typo- 
graphical Union. 

The girls can’t do the same job 
the printerg did but they perform 
the same step—in a different way. 

Printers set type a column- 
width line at a time on a lead slug, 
thus the name of the machine they 
use—linotype. 

Now, instead of going to the 
composing room to be set into 
type, the news stories and adver- 
tising material are given to the 
girl typists, 

The Tribune has brought the 

ris—about 60 of them—right into 
ts huge, two-story high newes- 
room, 
| hey copy the stories on ordi- 
nary letter-size sheets on smooth 
white paper ruled to one or two 
columns wide. f 

Make-up editors paste the news 
and ads on large sheets of white 
cardboard. Each page prepared 
in this manner is photographed 
on a metal engraving plate. 

From this point, the publishing 
process is the same as before the 
strike. Each photo-engraved page 
is stereotyped, the ourved plates 
are locked on rotary presses, and 
the newspaper is “ready to roll.” 

The 1500 printers are the only 
employes on strike following a 
breakdown in contract negotia- 


tions. The publishers continue un- 
hampered at the other steps of 
newspaper production as the pho- 
to-engravers, pressmen and mail- 
ers belonging to other unions are 
not on strike. 

So the crucial job is being done 
by the gir] typists. 

They have to copy each story 
twice. The first time the right 
hand margin comes out uneven. 

But after each line the typist 
notes the exact number of spaces 
the line has fallen short of the 
right hand margin. She never ex- 
tends a line beyond the desired 
length. 

In copying the story a second 
time she leaves enough blank 
spaces*in etach line to make the 
lines come out even. In printers’ 
language, they “justify.” 

Left hand *margins are, of 
course, set in the usual way. 

Special electric justifying type- 
writers are being used by some of 
the six newspapers. They make 
the re-type job easier, but they do 
not justify automatically. The op- 
erator still must knew how many 
extra spaces each line needs and 
for this reason the material must 
be pre-typed. 

The Tribune has several of the 
machines which have a litho-book 
type face giving a striking appear 
ance somewhat resembling regular 
linotype production. 

The Tribune also has a number 
of ordinary typewriters to which 
a justifying attachment has been 
added. They are not electrically 
powered, however. The chief ad- 
vantage of electric typewriters is 
that they leave an even impres- 
sion on the paper. 

The justifying typewriters was 
extensively used during the war 
for service newspapers and pam- 
phiets. “Though somewhat slower 
than the standard printing proc- 
ess,’ the Tribune said today, “it 
produces copy of comparable legi- 
bility, and in some inatances has 
been found to be considerably 


cheaper than linotype printing.”

A telephone rate increase re- 
quested by the New Jersey Bell | 
Telephone Co. was partly rejected | 
aad partly granted by the New 
Jersey Board of Public Utility 
Commissioners, at Newark today. 
The state board knocked out 35 
per cent of the aggregate increase 
of $16,152,000 sought. It allowed 
$10,515,000, or 65 per cent of the 
total. 

It was held by the New Jersey 
board that a 5.6 per cent rate of 
return on the company’s utility in- 
vestment was fair. This is in con- 
trast with the Missouri policy 
heretofore in effect of 6.5 per cent 
and with varying policies in other 
states. New Jersey Bell, like 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co., 
St. Louis, is a wholly-owned sub- 
sidiary of American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co. Southwestern Bell 
has rate increase applications 
pending in Missouri, Kansas, Ok- 
lahoma and Arkansas and several 
Texas cities.

Mayor’s Group to Consider Draft That Would 
Not Make Auto Owner Liable Unless He 
or Agent Committed Violation. 


A revised draft of a proposed, 
ordinance, which would make reg- 
istered owners of automobiles re- 
sponsible for violations of park- 
ing regulations, if the acts were 
committed by them or their agents, 
will be discussed by Mayor Aloys 
P, Kaufmann’'s City Traffic Com- 
mittee at its next meeting Dec. 4. 

The present city ordinance, pro- 
viding for the issuance of arrest 
notices (rectangular tags attached 
to the door handles of automobiles 
found parked in violation of the 
parking laws) has proved ineffec- 
tive, since the City Counselor's 
office has ruled that, under present 
ordinances, the owners of automo- 
biles cannot be held liable unless 
they are given personal service. 

The proposed ordinance, in- 
tended to correct the deficiency 
of the present law, has been under 
discussion for several months. 
The traffic committee withheld 
approval of it last month after 
Alderman J. Ray Weinbrenner, 
who is chairman of the alder- 
manic traffic committee, objected

STOCKYARD WORK. 
RESUMES AFTER 
DAY WALKOUT 


East Side Union Board 
Urged Return Pending 
Contract Talks — Em- 
bargoes End. 


The National Stockyards at 
East St. Louis, closed for two days 
by a walkout of 400 livestock han- 
dlers, resumed operationg today 
after a union committee recom- 
mended that the men return to 
work pending continued negotia- 
tions for a new wage contract. 

Embargoes on livestock ship- 
ments, which resulted in a conges- 
tion of cattle trucks at receiving 
points on this side of the river, 
were removed when the union's 
return-to-work recommendation 
was announced. The strikers, who 
had been feeding and wateri 
about, 33,000 head of livestock hel 
at the stockyards, began weighing 
out the animals and moving them

REVIEWED BY DEALERS 


Business Bureau Sponsors 
Meeting at Which Extent 
of Prablem Is Considered. 
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The extent of the fuel oil short- 
age in this area was being ox- 
plored today at a closed meeting 
of dealers and distributors at the 


Mark Twain Hotel under the spon- 
sorship of the Better Business Bu- 
reau. 

A shortage of fuel oil, partic- 
ularly in stove .oil, has caused 
most dealers to limit their pres- 
ent supply to established custom- 
ers. The result is that many per- 
sons who have bought oil stoves 
in the last year are having dif- 
ficulty in getting fuel to burn 
in them, one dealer said. 

The shortage is attributed by 
most distributors to a lack of tank 
cars to bring the distillate from 
refineries and to a-rise in the de- 
mand of about 10. per cent since 
last year. 

One of the largest dealers said 
his company was two weeks be- 
hind in filling orders and that he 
had been besieged by calls from 
homeowners complaining they 
were completely out of fuel. Many 
have been buying in small quan- 
tities from garages and filling yta- 
tions but this source is rapidly 
drying up, he said.

Just across the Seine, where 


Place de la Concorde, were more Srnmarnee—neveral hundred per- 


haps—under the bare trees. 


Around the corner near Les In- 
valides, half a dozen riot-wagons 
and some army trucks were drawn 
up in a side street. Collapsible 
wooden barricades were visible, 
piled up at street corners. 

Under a steel-gray sky, the 
heart of Paris had an ominous 
air. 

Only a few nights earlier, Com- 
munists and police had clashed 
near the Arc de Triomphe. In a 
Paris suburb, an anti-Communist 
French mayor, a woman, had been 
beaten by Communist hoodlums. 

Several army divisions had 
moved in, within striking distance 
of the capital, and cars driving 
into the city from the countryside 
were being spot-checked for con- 
cealed weapons. 

“Anything Can Happen.” 

My friend said: 

“This is a time when, theoreti- 
cally, anything can happen. Any- 
thing could start a civil war—any 
stupid minor incident such as a 
Government scandal, a Zinoviev 
letter, or perhaps an assassination 
by a madman. 

“But, barring accidents, my 
guess is that nothing will happen. 
Why? Because neither the Gaul- 
lists nor the Communists can 
count on the support of a majority 
of the people. 

“No matter how loudly they 
talk, neither side is willing at the 
moment to try to govern. They 
are both too afraid of being dis- 
credited by events.” 

This made sense. If French 
politics could be subject to logic 
and reason, it was probably frelia- 
ble speculation. 

But despite the legend the 
French are a logical race, not 
logic but emotionalism is the rul- 
ing factor in the French political 
scene. The very Frenchman who 
says wearily at lunch, “I’m sitk 
of politics, I mind my own busi- 
ness,” may that very night be ca- 
reening across the Place de la 
Bastille, shouting, “Hang De 
Gaulle!” 

One thing is clear. With last 
month’s municipal elections, a 
cross-section of France, represent- 
ing perhaps 45 per cent of the 
people, decided they were through 
with middle-of-the-road politics 
and moved to the right, into the 
waiting arms of Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle and his glossy, new RPF 
(Rally of the French People). 

But 45 per cent, even if that 
figure could be maintained in a 
parliamentary general election, is 
not enough in this country to in- 
sure control. 

Communists Lack Majority. 

The Communists, on the other 
hand, are fewer in number than 
De Gaulle’s new group, but they 
do represent the largest single- 
minded party in France, although 
splinter groups and minor factions 
exist within their ranks. Yet alto- 
gether they are not great enough 
to justify Communist leaders in 
thinking they could safely rule 
France 


That leaves only the disunited 
“center bloc” of Socialists and the 
MRP (Popular Republican Move- 
ment) members, with a few from 
other minor French parties.

GS aeniy “1 the United States sud- 
present regular Air Force, com- 
posed of some 55 combat groups, 
could be expected to disappear al- 
most totally within 60 days unless 
replacements were immediately 
available from the first day on- 
ward. Conscious of this fact, Sec- 
retary of Defense Forrestal has 
put his finger on a fundamental 
weakness of American air power 
—lack of adequate reserve organi- 
zation in the Air Force. 


The Navy has a well-trained air

The Communists still claim 
1,000,000 paid-up members (as com- 
pared to about °2,300,000 official 
Communists in Italy), but official 
secret figures indicate there are 
actually only some 820,000. 

Despite their vociferous propa- 
ganda, few here think the Com-~ 
munists are still on their way up. 
Most think that in France, high 
tide for the “comrades” has come 
and gone. Certainly, the decline 
of their strength in the October 
municipal elections—from 8.9: per 
cent to 69 per cent of the total 
seats—seems to indicate as much. 

But that does not mean the 
party is not still a tenacious and 
active group. If American aid 
comes quickly to France, and the 
people, as a result, weather the 
winter under anything better than 
crisis conditions, many French- 
men look for a further dwindling 
of Communist strength, sparked 
quite possibly, by a workers’ re- 
volt within the Communist-led 
CGT (General Confederation of 
Labor). 

Anti-Communist opposition 
within the CGT is beginning to 
worry Communist leaders. At the 
recent meeting of the governing 
body of the CGT, the Federal Bu- 
reau, the Communists commanded 
832 votes against 101 for the oppo- 
sition. 

The Federal Bureau delegates 
are elected on the majority prin- 
ciple, and the Communists: con- 
trol the major unions. However, 
there are growing minorities of 
anti-Communists in these large 
unions. 

Reds Appeal to Workers, 

A change in voting majorities 
within a big union would switch 
its Federal Bureau delegation to 
the opposition. The Communists, 
therefore, are taking their appeals 
to all workers. 
The tragedy of France is not 
Only that it is split in two politi- 
sally. It is also that neither Gaul- 
lists nor left-wingers can offer a 
really impressive program for re- 
form and recovery. 
Communists to whom I have 
talked like to describe the “octo- 
pus tentacles of American dollar 
imperialism,” but they never seem 
clear as to where coal, for in- 
stance, would come from if not 
from America. As for the Gaul- 
lists, they talk about the Commu- 
nist threat, discuss the glory and 
greatness of France, admittedly 
rely on American aid, and seem 
to lack anything more definite to 
offer than “a new rule of order 
coming out of chaos.” 
Behind all this lies the fact that 
the position of France today can- 
not be improved solely by what 
happens within her own borders. 
France, like other suffering post- 
war nations, is part of the world. 
In world prosperity based on ex- 
panding rather than contracting. 
world trade, France can still live a 
leasant and productive life. 

But without general recovery, 
neither Gaullists nor Communists 
can make of France the paradise 
they envision. 


SCHOOLS IMPROVE | 
BUT FAULTS EXIST, 
EDUCATORS WARN 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26 (UP)— 
The National Education Associa- 
tion said that the country’s public 
schools are in better shape than 


a@ year ago. 
But the association warned, at 


Jeast 2,000,000 children are being 
denied educational opportunities 
chiefly because of the loss of 
qualified teachers to better paying 
jobs. 

Reporting on its annual preview 
of conditions in education, the 
association also said: 

1. Nearly 1,000,000 pupils are be- 
ing transported to school daily in 
unsafe busses. 

2. Classes are overcrowded and 
meeded textbooks and equipment 
are lacking. 

“Worst of all,” said Willard E. 
Givens, association executive sec- 
retary, “great inequalities in edu- 
cational opportunity among and 
within the states continue to exist. 
Such discrimination against mil- 
lions of youth is contrary to the 
ideals of democracy we profess.” 

Givens urged congressional ac- 
tion to remove these inequalities 
through federa! aid to education. 


Mistrial in Jap Gold Case. 

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 26 (AP)— 
A United States District Court 
jury was dismissed early today 
after deliberating eight and one- 
half hours and failing to reach a 
verdict in the case of William K. 
Evans, Santa Barbara (Calif.)

Wreckers’ Work 


The fuming dragon seeking to wreck the na- 
tion’s public power developments is—to many 
people—Tennessee’s Senator McKellar. And so, 
every time one of his attacks on TVA is beaten 
back, they breathe easy again, forgetting that the 
same fight is being waged by others. 

There is,*for instatice, the Bonneville Power 
Administration which distributes the electricity 
generated at the Bonneville and Grand Coulee 
dams on the Columbia. Ten years after the 
dedication of the Bonneville dam, this agency is 
in a bad way—not because it has not done an 
excellent job, but because a hostile Congress 
finally has made it the scapegoat for long- 
frustrated anger against the New Deal. 

Bonneville’s record is outstanding. Accord- 
ing to the New York Times, one fourth of its 
investment, plus interest, has been repaid. It 
has collected more than $100,000,000 while sell- 
ing power at a residential rate of 1.7 cents a 
kilowatt-hour compared with a national average 
of 3.2 cents. It has supplied industrial power 
for 0.4 cents, less than half the national average. 

It powers the atomic energy plant near Han- 
ford; and, during the war, it made possible the 
aircraft factories and shipyards of the North- 
west. It has had a major part in making this 
the fastest growing section of the United States, 
the population of Oregon having increased 33 
per cent and that of Washington 26 per cent.- 

At the heart of much of this growth was 
Bonneville’s Division of Resources and Develop- 
ment. As Richard L. Neuberger has pointed out 
in The Nation, this agency helped in the expan- 
sion of the aluminum industry. It helped to 
bring steel plants to the area. It campdigned to 
save the vanishing forests by working out a 
program of perpetual yield. It opposed unfair 
freight rates, and, of ‘course, it crusaded for 
more and more hydro-electric power. 

Yet the development division was wiped out 
by the Eightieth Congress. Under the leader- 
ship of Representative Taber, Congress also 
slashed Bonneville’s appropriation by 40 per 
cent, not allowing it to draw on its own re- 
sources. So outrageous was this that even the 
Senate’s Republican whip, Senator Wherry of 
Nebraska, exclaimed: “Bonneville’s fund is one 
item I am ashamed of.” 

Bonneville has its David Lilienthal in Dr. Paul 
J. Raver, formerly chairman of the Illinois 
Commerce Commission under Governor Horner. 
He is capable and respected. He fought hard to 
keep Congress from cutting the agency’s per- 
sonnel from 1393 to 851. But he lost, and the 
cost of that defeat is now becoming apparent. 

Danger to Bonneville’s physical properties is 
rapidly materializing. At McMinneyille, Ore., 
for example, transformers are so overloaded 
that they must be sprayed with thousands of 
gallons of cold water every 24 hours. The 
agency does not have the money to enlarge the 
transformer bank, nor does it hdve the money 
to repair depreciating transmission lines. Worst 
of all, it cannot expand to meet the growing de- 
mand for power. 

As in the case of TVA and its McKellar, 
Bonneville’s worst enemies are some of its near- 


est neighbors. With Senator McNary, the Re- 


publican sponsor of the Bonneville.Act, gone 
from the scene, the leader in the fight against 


the agency actually is Republican Representative . 


Lowell Stockman of Oregon. His strongest sup- 
porters are Westerners. These men apparently 
are willing to sacrifice the welfare of their re- 
gion to their blind political animosities.

Franklin D. Roosevelt’s words, promised “more 
wealth, .better living and greater happiness for 
our children.” 
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The Choice Austria Lacks 


Those were patriotic words the Austrian Sec- 
retary of State, Ferdinand Graf, spoke to the 
American and Russian occupiers of his country 
when he said: “You cannot force us into a gold- 
en dictatorship of the West, nor into a political 
dictatorship of the East. Austria will be the 
fortress of the middle; a country where differ- 
ences are smoothed over.” 

With the exception that the United States has 
no desire to force Austria into a dictatorship of 
the West, golden or otherwise, Secretary Graf's 
words were high-minded and just. It is a pity 
that no world exists at the moment in which 
they have any realism. Czechoslovakia was go- 
ing to be the fortress of the middle, too—the 
country where differences were smoothed over. 
It was going to do that months ago. Now Czecho- 
slovakia is merely another puppet of Russia, and 
its masters do not even trouble any longer to 
treat it with surface respect. 

It would be fine if Austria could be for Aus- 
tria—if Czechoslovakia could be for Czechoslo- 
vakia. The harsh realism of the present is that 
there is no such choice for one any more than 
there was for the other. The choice is between 
alignment with the United States and absorp- 
tion by Russia. That is not as it should be, and 
it does not lend itself to noble phrase or elo-’ 
quent spéech; but that is the way it is. 
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Release for Boss Curley 

James M. Curley's release from Federal pris- 
on, after serving only five months of a sentence 
on which he could be held for a year and a half, 
is for political reasons. It is because Curley is 
Mayor of Boston, former Massachusetts Goy- 
ernor and Congressman and long a power in 
Democratic circles and vote getting. It is, in 
short, because he is still a man of influence 
enough to persuade President Truman that he 
should be released—some 11 months before the 
1948 election, 

Curley was locked up because he was convicted 
of mail fraud. The Federal Government pre- 
sented a case showing that through “fantastic 
lies” the Boston boss and his associates in “En- 
gineers Group, Inc.,” obtained large sums from 
persons who were led to believe that the Curley 
outfit could obtain Government contracts for 
them. Curley carried his defense to the United 
States Supreme Court, Which twice refused to 
hear him. He went to prison after doing every- 
thing possible to keep himself out. 

The question immediately arises whether this 
is any indication of what will happen to Ben- 
nett E. Meyers if he is tried, found guilty and 
sentenced to prison. Are we to conclude that

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When Bankers Conflict 


Two St. Louis bank vice presidents had their 
day before congressional committees this week. 
Their advice ran to opposites. 

Speaking for the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, Kenton R. Cravens of Mercantile-Com- 
merce opposed a return of consumer credit. con- 
trols. Easier credit, he argued, would keep 
people from cashing savings to finance pur- 
chases—and besides, consumer credit is not “a 
critical area in the inflation pattern.” Treasury 
Secretary John Snyder, on leave from First 
National, took the opposite view that expanded 
credit “can be used only to bid up prices.” 

Impartial scoring gives Snyder the better 
Consumer credit is far from the sole 
source of inflation but a critical source. It con- 
tributed heavily to the boom of the late 1920s 
and the seriousness of the bust when jobs fell 
off and installment buyers could not meet their 


- “easy” payments. 


Citizens who will cash their savings for un- 
necessary spending are the kind who ordinarily 
do not have savings. They have already spent 
what they saved during the war. Credit control 
restrains—and protects—the happy-go-lucky 
who live from hand to mouth. Give them easier 
credit and they will bid up prices. Keeping in- 
flated prices from having to come down was the 
motive of the business men who got credit con- 
trol voided the first of this month. 

Expanded consumer credit is high-profit busi- 
ness for the banks. The lure of immediate profit 
has lulled their fabled prudence and made them 
plead against their own longer-run interest. The 
collapse of a boom serves no one but a few 
short-selling speculators. 

Conservative banker and champion of mini- 
mum restraint though he is, Snyder sees that. 
Sharing his duty to see beyond the moment, 
Congress should follow his advice. Had the 
vision of Congress not failed last year, had it 
not followed those who were too eager for 
“normalcy,” it. would not today find an eco- 
nomic order perilously near to running wild. 
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Poor Literary Diet 

The American historian, Prof. David S. Muz- 
zey, thinks “the amazing growth of literacy in 
Russia” may yet compel Soviet leaders to take a 
more friendly attitude toward the Western de- 
mocracies. Maybe. An ability to read is beyond 
doubt a good thing, but if all the Russians get 
to read is what Uncle Joe & Co. thinks they 
ought to have, then there isn’t much of a base 
for Prof. Muzzey'’s optimism. 
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Mailman to Postmaster General 

President Truman’s appointment of Jesse M. 
Donaldson as Postmaster General to succeed 
Robert E. Hannegan is a most refreshing 
change. This Cabinet office has gone regularly 
to a professional politician: Farley and Walker 
under Roosevelt, Brown. under Hoover, New 
under Coolidge and Hays and Work under 
Harding are only a few of the party leaders who 
have occupied the seat. 

Mr, Donaldson is a different breed alto- 
gether. He has actually delivered mail. He be- 
gan in postal work 44.years ago at Shelbyville, 
Ill, as one of the town’s three original letter 
He became a postal clerk and then 
went to Washington on a postal assignment in 
the War Department. Career service brought 
him to the rank of Acting Second Assistant 
Postmaster in Farley’s day and then Second As- 
sistant and in turn First Assistant. Today he 
has the top place. 

It is a cheering record. Now, at long last, any 
letter carrier can aspire to head the great 
American postal system. Mailman Donaldson 
has delivered the good news. 
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The Oil Raiders Are At It Again 


Oil companies are continuing their assault on 
the nation’s reserves of oil in the tidelands, the 
United States Supreme Court’s decision to the 
contrary notwithstanding. A bill to sign away 
the national interest in these reserves has been 
introduce@ in Congress by Representative 
Fletcher of California. 

The Fletcher bill is similar to a measure 
which was passed by both houses of Congress 
two years ago and from which the nation was 
saved only by President Truman’s veto. There 
is one difference, however. This time the legis- 
lation is not being advocated with the same 
arguments that were used in its behalf in 1945. 

The arguments two years ago were that oil 
in the tidelands of California—the only state 
whose tidelands oil was at issue—belonged to 
the state anyhow, and that by quitclaiming it 
Gongress would merely be recognizing a con- 
dition of affairs that already existed. 

These arguments were false and misleading. 
California tidelands oil did not belong to the 
state, and the United States Supreme Court so 
ruled later on. Yet a majority in Congress al- 
lowed itself to be bamboozled by the false 
arguments. 

It is possible that the members who voted 
for the resolution at that time didn’t know any 
better, It isn’t possible for anyone not to know 
better now. A vote for Fletcher's quitclaim bill 
is no mere formality—it 1s a vote to let private 
businessmen squander the oil that the United 
States needs to conserve in order to be able to 


defend itself from enemy attack. 
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Ike Owens: “Most Valuable Player” 


Ike Owens, hard tackling end, has been named 
by his fellow team mates, as “the most valuable 
player” on the University of Illinois football 
squad this year. This fact should be more than 
a little interesting in Missouri. Under its new 
admission policy, St. Louis University would ac- 
cept Ike Owens for academic study, but he could 
not get in at either Washington University or 
the University of Missouri. He is an American 
citizen yet his educational opportunities are re- 
stricted because of race.

On the fattest Thanksgiving in American 
history, our greatest danger is that our 
gratitude will be a form of greed. It will 
be almost impossible to avoid Pharisaism as 
we give*thanks, Our lips will sing the songs 
of. harvest home while in our hearts we 
say: “I thank Thee, God, that I am an 
American and not as other men—homeless 
and hungry, as the radicals or even as these 
Socialists and Communists.” 

We are prosperous. We have such moun- 
tains of food and luxuries that it is diffi- 
cult for us to imagine a starved people 
eating the same kind of cereal year in and 
year out, meal in and meal out. Our cities 
have not been bombed, Our streets and 
schools and churches are filled with com- 
fortable, luxury-loving citizens, A well-fed 
populace cannot understand the pangs of 
hunger or the brutality of slow starvation, 


We have learned war lessons too well, It 
was “an absolute necessity of war” to drop 
atom bombs on innocent civilians, We must 
“exterminate the Japs and the Germans” 
even if it meant using flame-throwers and 
liquid fire. Only soft sentimentalists “would 
ask America to break the blockade” to let 
some cereals and milk go through to the 
starved children of middle Europe. A tough 
people cannot be, at the same time, a heart- 
touched people. 


Cry From the Wilderness 


We are self-centered. An American cur- 
tain of indifference has screened from us 
the true status of the starved millions of 
Europe. Until recently our headlines 
heralded our own housing problem or hailed 
our rapid reconversion, “It’s being done 
at Willow Run—a car a minute, a car a 
minute.” A mad,rush for new autos, the 
‘controversy over the “new look” and the 
lust for new conveniences blinded our eyes 
and stopped our ears to the few voices 
crying “Ration!” out of the wilderness of 
Europe’s despair. An overfed, boastful and 
benighted people can hardly be a grateful 
people, to say nothing of being merciful. 

I recall how it looked from abroad, In 
a rubble restaurant I sat next to a victim 
of war. Both of us were eating an inade- 
quate, rationed meal. We shared a ra- 
tioned newspaper. My neighbor suddenly 
stuck the sheet before my eyes and said, 
“American pegple—bad!” 


There, spread out on our meager table, 


was a picture of mountains of potatoes be- 
ing burned with gallons of oil on the lush 
fields of America, I tried to explain that 
under free enterprise, when there is over- 
production it must be destroyed to keep 
prices up, to keep more people at work, to 
keep more people eating. It sounded pretty 
silly. All he did was scrape his plate. He 
said nothing. His stomach growled. He 
‘got up, hungry. I thought I heard him 
mutter as he walked away, “American peo- 
ple—beasts!” Maybe it was “feasts.” May 
it was my uneasy conscience, : 
When V-J day came we Americans threw 
our hats in the air aad kicked out gas ra- 
tioning. Within a month we had aban- 
doned practically all forms of rationing and 
all sense of responsibility for the millions 
of victims of war, Conditions in a devas- 
tated and desperately hungry Europe be- 
come progressively worse month by month. 


While Others Gnawed Crusts 


We reconverted industry; they had little 
industry to reconvert. What was left was 
paralyzed by our lamentable Potsdam agree- 
ment and our Morgenthau plan to pauper- 
ize Europe. We abandoned rationing; they 
tightened their belts and shortened their 
rations, We became fat and prosperous; 
they gnawed the crusts of hunger. We were 
willing to ration to kill but we refused to 
ration to save starving women and chil- 
dren and famished men. 


Fifteen million human beings have been 
pauperized by the war, have lost every- 
thing. Two hundred and forty million live 
on inadequate rations, Four out of five 
people in other countries will be terribly 
hungry this Thanksgiving day. Our grati- 
tude must be grounded in these facts, Our 
Thanksgiving must be disciplined living. 

If our Thanksgiving is not to be hypoc- 
risy or greed dressed in the garb of grati- 
tude, we will meet the minimum needs of 
the hungry world’s challenge. We will dis- 
cipline ourselves to simple living. We will 
perform the miracle by the magic of gur 
money, By it we will fly to the stables of 
Bremen and Baden and Bastogne. 

We will not pass by on our Jericho road. 
We will have compassion and pour out our 
bounty upon all hungry people regardless 
of race, creed or political affliation. We 
will take on rationing gladly. We will so 
instruct our! Government without delay.

The only reasonable argument 


for dividing Germany into several 
States was that 
Europe could absorb more safely 
eeveral such , 
units than one 
eo large as to 
overshadow all 
other European 
states. But today 
that argument is 
gone. 
Few people 
fully understand 
what has hap- 
pened, not to 
“Germany” but 
to the German 
people.

there are still, in

Even today, the childicn 
being born are not replacing their 
parents for too many die ir tn- 
fancy, Germany has suffered the 
greatest demographical catastro- 
phe of any organized state since 
antiquity. 

Nations may suffer defeat, be 
disarmed and atripped of fre- 
sources, and stjll recover. But a 
nation whose reproductive popula- 
tion is

finished as a great power, with 
the practical fulfillment of Cleim- 
enceau's grisly wish that there 
should be 46,000,000 fewer Ger- 
mans.

True, my employes probably think it 
must be fun to attend an evening banquet at a fancy hotel, 
and sit there till nearly midnight listening to executive dis- 
cussions, or pulling wires to get new orders. Perhaps they have 
resented the fact, too, that I didn’t get to my office till 9 or 
10 a.m. next day. They may have thought I had a soft. life 
and ‘bankers’ hours. But any intelligent man today should 
realize that high pressure business competition is far more 
injurtous to health and happiness than operating a machine 
or doing routine office chores. I doubt if there’s a man among 
my 500 employes who has the guts to go out and do sales 
work on straight commission! But that’s what I’ve had to do 
for 25 years in order to keep orders coming in so they could 
have regular weekly pay checks. Nobody guaranteed me any 
salary at all! I believe in trades unions, especially when their 
leaders have come up from the ranks and understand the local 
probiems, You are right in saying the Golden Rule is the best 
labor code, Dr. Crane, but both employes as well as employers 
must intelligently apply that rule.”

Son of Famous Father Has Made

HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 26. 
"RHE only time limit Douglas 
Fairbanks Jr. is putting be- 
tween his retirement from 
films and his entry into Govern- 
ment service is that of the public’s 
fancy. 

Discussing a recent syndicated 
dispatch to the effect that he was 
going to ty up swords and 
pwashbuckl ng any day now in fa- 
vor of a full-time diplomatic ca- 
reer, Fairbanks said that the 
statement was figurative rather 
than literal, - 

We talked to the actor out at 
Twentieth Century-Fox where he 
is currently co-starring with Betty 
Grable in a strictly non-diplomatic 
technicolor musical titled “This Is 
the Moment.” Doug said it’s quite 
true that he has a yearning to go 
into government service on a per- 
manent basis some day. He’s been 
interested in such work for a 
long time, and has done govern- 
ment odd jobs which served to 
heighten that interest to a point 
where he would like to make a 
career of it. 

“But, my plans for abandoning 
film work aren’t immediate,” he 
says, “nor have I set a limit to 
the number of films I will make 
before I retire. That is strictly up 
to the public. When audiences tire 
of me in pictures, and that may 
mean after a dozen more movies 
or two more T'll have another 
worth-while field to work in, What 
I said was that, at the moment, I 
have form six more produc- 
tions I want to do before I em- 
bark on a ernment career. 

“After I finish ‘This Is the Mo- 


Round Table’ for my own ‘com- 
pany. I will produce, but not ap- 
pear in “Terry and the Pirates.’ 
I have three other untitled produc- 
tions in mind I want to act in or 
produce or both.

bined to win the liking, admira- 
tion and respect of people of many 
nations and in all walks of life. 

His five-year war record alone 
is filled with as venturesome ex- 
ploits as any of the swashbuckling 
roleg he plays so convincingly on 
the screen. Fairbanks had never

T’S easier to find the trouble, if 

you know where to look for it. 

That’s the main advantage that 
@ garage mechanic has over you 
and me. He can find what's 
wrong with the car because he 
knows where to look, Similarly, 
you can locate the difficulties, 
when a marriage is in distress, 
provided you know where to look. 

Sometimes it’s hard for us to 
believe that a husband or wife 
really doesn’t know what’s wrong 
with their marriage.

world. The optimism and happi- 
ness expressed in the average 
American motion picture, has, I 
believe, a stimulating, hopeful ef- 
fect on the rest of thé world that 
has lasting repercussions which, 
in a way, do our government a 
service. I’m not talking of propa- 
ganda pictures, which, when they 
are too obvious, frequently de- 
feat their own purpose, Nor do I 
mean the few pictures like ‘The 
Best Years of Our Lives’ and 
‘Gentlemen’s Agreement,’ ‘which 
have important individual impact 
on the entire world because they 
combine sincere idealism with 
fine entertainment.

FOOD market investigator 
asked me the other day what 
quart of cranberries weighed? 

My reply was that a fair answer 
would depend upon the time of 
year the quart of berries was 
weighed and also on the quality 
of the fruit, and its form or shape. 
At the beginning of the season, 
shortly after the berries are gath- 
ered, a quar} weighs heaviest. As 
the season advances, it weighs 
less because it loses a little mois- 
ture. In a dry season, berries 


weigh less than those that have 


normal rainfall. Berries that are 
perfectly spherical in shape and 
are uniform in size weigh less 
than those that vary in s and 
shape because they do not fit to- 
gether compactly. So long 
growing conditions cannot be 
standardized and there are varia- 
tions in size, shape and specific 
gravity, the weight of a quart of 
cranberries can never be standard- 
ized. For this reason, it is best 
to sell cranberries by weight. Even 
though a recipe calls for a quart 
of berries, ask for a quart and 
pay for it by weight, and there 
still need not be any worry about 
getting your money’s worth.

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Teeth May 
Be Sources 


Of Trouble 


By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


HE importance of the teeth 
in ebtablishing and maintain- 
‘* ing good health cannot be 
over-estimated, Many bacteria 
lodge in and about the gums, tooth 
margins, and especially in decay- 
ing and abscessed teeth. These 
bacteria may be of any kind, but 
often are the dangerous strep- 
toccoccus variety. Localized ab- 
scesses about the teeth may en- 
able these bacteria to be carried 
to other parts of the body by way 
of the blood stream, and cause dis- 
eased organs elsewhere, Improp- 
erly chewed food may be subse- 
quently improperly digested and 
lead to vitamin deficiencies, Poor 
gums and teeth are more prone 
to develop various types of infec- 
tions such as trench mouth and 
others. Good teeth and gums are 
important prerequisites for good 
health. 

Question: What is the cause of 
high blood pressure? What can be 
done about it? 

Answer: The exact cause of high 
blood pressure is not known, Sev- 
eral important facts are under- 
stood, however, one being that the 
disease appears mostly in high- 
strung, nervous, hard-working, and 
worrying individuals. In addition 
to the nervous factor, it may 
occur as @ secondary Consequence 
to other diseases, such as kidney 
disease, thyroid disease, prostate 
gland disease, certain types of 
heart disorders, and others, In 
true high blood pressure the heart

If the pressure is 
only slightly elevated, headaches 
or light-headedness may be the 
only symptom—but if it is mark- 
edly elevated, spots Before the

In every Case overwork should 
be avoided, Worrying, as much as 
possible, should be eliminated, Fre- 
quent rest periods are essential. 
Diet should be controlled, There 
is no particular food which has 
been proved to have anything to 
do with high blood pressure, Also, 
certain drugs are employed in the 
management of these cases, These 
fall mainly into groups. The first 
are those which have a sedative 
effect, and thereby diminish the 
nervous factor, The second group 
is that which, by enlarging the 
blood vessels, causes a fall in the 
pressure, More recently, certain 
cases have been relieved by sur- 
gery. The cases which are so 
helped can be determined only 
after various types of tests are 
taken.
